.rday night one week ago a force of rebel 
avalry. variously estimated at from ;00 to 
aa*. attacked the town of Pikeville, in Pike 
county. They came upon the place sudden- 
ly, but were met by the Home Guards, 
about sixty in number, who fought them lbr 
two lay* before they got possession ol the 
(owe. At the end of the second day the 
Home Guards wereeo near!) exhausted that 
they could ofiei no further resistance. The 
rebels lost eight or ten Lilled, and one pris- 
oner. The prisoner is a captain in the rebel 
army, and is now in Louisa. The Home 
Guards loet one man, but it is not known 
whether he was killed or taken prisoner. 
Hie name is Alexander Smiley. The last 
two of Pita he was passing through a lield 
of corn, in company with another uisn, 
when they were fired on by the rebel*. The 
•tier man got through safely, but Smiley 
has not been seen or heard from since At 
the time the rebel captain was taken pris- 
oner. a lieutenant was with him. The Home 
Guards challenged them to stop. The cap- 
tain obeyed, but the lieutenant ran. hut was 
*oon brought down by the gun* of the Home 
Guards 

Later information Hays the rebel* have 
oont dowc as far as Prestonburg, and many 
believe it is tbeir intention to visit every 
point on Sandy river, ss far down as the 

Ohio. It such is their intention, iheir force 
oust greatly etreei 800, for Col. Crauor’s 
force at Louisa would be sufficient to pre- 
vent their advance down Sandy, ii their 
force did sot exceed that number! But we 
have heard that John S. Williams is also 
coming down ibe Valley with a force of 
1,100 men. and some reports say more than 
that number. A rebel force was reported 
this side ot the mountains, and making its 
way towards the Ohio river. There are so 
many convicting rumors that it is impossible 
to give any definite information with regard 
to the movements or the numbers of the ene- 
my. On Sunday last, Madam Rumor had 
swelled the fore* of the rebels to 40,000. It 
is knoan. however, that there is a body or 
rebel troops in the Bandy Valley, but the 
number and their intentions are only con- 
j ectc re — Smndt, Valley Advocate 14f A.

Got Hold of the Wrong Men. — Mr. The- 
odore Vonhoene. member of the Covington 
city council, and his business partner, Mr. 
John Hasemeir, were arrested by a couple 
of soldiers belonging to Capt. Culbertson’s 
company, a few evenings ago, and carried to 
tbe .Provost Marshal » office. Mr. Hunt, 
who was temporarily in charge of the office 
during the absence of Marshal Foley, was 
greatly astonished to see the parties tinder 
arrest, and demanded the soldiers to show 
upon whose authority they were acting. 
They replied that Capt. Culbertson had di- 
rected them to arrest Messrs. Vonhoene and 
Hasemeir, on the charge of disloyalty. 
Verbal orders not always holding good in 
military affairs, the parties were released 
from custody. It was subsequently ascer- 
tained that Capt. Culbertson had given no 
order for the arrest of the parties. The joke 
is a good one on the gentlemen, and they 
seem to enjoy it hugely, with their friends. 

The Allies Beating a Retreat in China. — 
We published (says the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser) news from Shanghai up 
to the 20th of May, announcing the capture 
of Nan-Jao, and the massacre of its inhab- 
itants by tbe French. The Chinese circular 
of Augustine, Heard & Co., dated at Shang- 
hai, June 3d, brings nearly two months’ 
later news. It states that the Rebels have 
reappeared in that neighborhood in largely 
augmented numbers The great difficulty 
of keeping open communications during ttie 
hot season compelled the Allied commanders 
to withdraw from the outer stations which 
they had recently occupied. This retrograde 
movement had exercised a prejudicial effect 
upon trade, rendering communication with 
the back country more precarious than ever. 

It was not expected that any attempt would 
be made to recover the ground lost until the 
arrival of reinforcements. 

Guerillas at Hopkinsville — W e have in- 
formation from Hopkinsville to the effect 
that a party of five or six hundred rebel 
guerillas entered Hopkinsville, Christian 
county, on Saturday evening last, and took 
po«session of the place. They seized all the 
arms they could find in the place, including 
fifteen Henry rifles, and then left for the 
South. The guerillas were commanded bv ; 
“Col. Johnson, of the Breckinridge LegioD.’’

JE-aT W e do not remember to have seen 
the following report in print. It will be 
read with interest by the many friends of 
the regiments mentioned, and also by many 
of our citizens, as its author is a resident of 
this city, and is known to be as gallant an 
officer as has enlisted during the war: 

Camp near Corinth, Miss. 1 
May 31, 1862. } 

Maj. h. II. Murray, Comntandlny Third Ken- 
tucky Cavalry : 

Sir: On the morning of May 30th, while 
on outpost duty in front of the 4th Division, 
1 was ordered by Brigadier-General Nelson 
to proceed with my command — consisting of 
parts of companies C and D, 3d Ken- 
tucky Cavalry — further to the front. On 
arriving in sight of the enemy’s outworks, 
General Nelson ordered me forward, with 
all possible dispatch, to “take possession of 
Corinth.” I did so, and found, after passing 
the enemy’s breastworks several hundred 
yards, Colonel John H. McHenry, with a 
part of the 17ih Kentucky iulautry, pressing 
on to Corinth. 

I passed Colonel McHenry, and, on ar- 
riving in Corinth, round tbe evacuation com- 
plete; with the exception of a few strag- 
glers, scarcely a vestige remained of the 
great army reported to have been collected 
at this point. 

In obedience to instructions I threw out 
skirmishers is different directions, for the 
purpose of arresting straggling soldiers, and 
to ascertain if possible, the direction of the 
enemy’s flight. My command arrested 
twenty-aeven prisoners, among them one 
captain. Ten of the prisoners were on 
picket duty at the time of iheir capture — 
showing that the latter part of the evacu- 
ation was not a 9 deliberate as reported. 

Before closing this rej>ort, I think ii due to 
tke truth of history that some facts connect- 
ed with the occupation of t ids' stronghold of 
the enemy should be clearly stated. While o 
consider itno very great achievement to mount 
and lake possession of undefended intrench 
mettle, yet, if there be any credit due. the 
4th Division of the army ol the Ohio is 
entitled to the praise ol having first entered 
the enemy’s works in and around Corinth. 
The Seventeenth Kentucky, under command 
of Col. John 11. McHenry, was first inside 
the enemy’s lines; the Third Kentucky Cat- 
airy iollowed, and were in Corinth one hour 
before the lett wing of our forces crossed the 
right of the enemy’s works

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Force*, to repel the 

invasion of the State and for other purposes. 

ii 1. Be it enacted by tku Oeyaral Amembly of tke 
Coeamon wealth of KenStcky, That as the toil O r 
the State of Kentucky ha* been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of the so-called 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor of the State of 
Kentnoky is hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling outnotless than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and eltisens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mastered Into the servioe of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered into servioe, unleu sooner 
discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, and he ia hereby, 
authorised, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within t$ree months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that pnrposMll officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesau, necessary aad pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-eoamia- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mustered into service, 
at such plaoes of rendesvous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General In 
the field shall appoint by hia orders, and whan so 
mustered into servioe shall be then and there 
entitled to receive in advance one month’s 
pay, to be taken and considered as part of their 
pair. 

i 5. That the Governor be also authorised to 
aooept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and soout-r, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the service unless his skilll and 
capacity hare been tested by the General ia com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that
